The most hopeful indication the 
country has had that the authorities 
at Washington feel some lessening 
of the serious strain imposed by 
world affairs, was to be found in 
the President’s appearance at In- 
dianapolis on “Jackson Day,” Jan, 
8, and his making of a speech so 
aggressively partisan as doubtless to 
have caused him much inward mer- 
riment, President Wilson, who has 
spent his life as a political philoso- 
pher and an analytical student of his- 


tory, is as far removed from the 
state of mind of the ordinary tra- 
ditional political partisan as is al- 


most every other really enlightened 
and patriotic American today. Our 
two chief parties are merely rival 
groups of politicians and their hang- 
ers-on, who play the game either for 
the honors, or the spoils, or the fun 
there is in it. Mr. Wilson has _ be- 
lieved in the system of party gov- 
ernment, one side being at the bat 
and the other out in the field. It 
happens that he is now playing as 
captain of the Democratic team. He 


is justly proud of the surprisingly 
good record this once-demoralized 
team ‘has been making, under his 
leadership. He is aware that the 
other team was wrecked by selfish 
and amazingly stupid m*agement. 
Jackson Day is a Democratic party

GROWTH OF POSTAL SAVINGS 
More than 100,00 persons have 
been added to the lists of depositors 
in postal savings banks since the 
European war began, says the Fed- 
eral Postoffice Department, During 
the war period the total deposits in 
these banks have increased at the 
rate of nearly $3,000,000 a month. 
The new year opened with approxi- 
mately $59,200,000 on deposit in pos- 


tal banks to the credit of 437,000 
people, an average of $119 per de- 
positor. 


This recent phenomenal growth of 
the postal savings system is regard- 
ed by Postmaster General Burleson 
and third Assistant Postmaster Gen-
